Memorial to the innocents 

Touching tributes to victims of the Barn Mead arson attack unveiled at Abbotsweld School 


MEMORIALS to the mother and her five chil¬ 
dren who lost their lives in an arson attack on 
their home last October have been unveiled at 
the Harlow school where three of the young 
victims were pupils. 

Dr Sabah Usmani (44), and children Hira 
(12), Sohaib (11), Muneeb (9), Rayyan (6) and 
Maheen (3) all died after fire ripped through 
their end-of-terrace home in Barn Mead on 
October 15 last year. 

But their names will live on thanks to the 
fundraising efforts of staff, parents and pupils 
at the school. Led by parents Neil and Donna 
Betteridge, they together managed to raise 
more than £31,000 to pay for memorial bench¬ 
es, new play equipment and a £12,000 ‘jungle 
gym’ dedicated to the children and their moth¬ 
er to be installed in the playground of 
Abbostweld School. 

In an emotional unveiling ceremony, the 
children’s father and sole blaze survivor Dr 
Abdul Shakoor gave a moving address to staff 
and pupils before cutting ribbons on the trib¬ 
utes in the playground of the Partridge Road 
primary. 

“I am greatly pleased to be among you once 
again to take part in the opening ceremony of 
the Shakoor family memorial, which has been 
the result of great fundraising and organisa¬ 
tional efforts on the part of the Friends of 
Abbotsweld, especially Neil and Donna 
Betteridge,” he said. 

“School staff, parents and other community

workers have devoted countless hours of hard 
work to reach this target of placing a memorial 
in the school playground in memory of my 
beloved wife and children. 

“I cannot explain in words how I am feeling 
to be amongst you and what it really means to 
me to acknowledge the great love, respect and 
sympathy which every member of the team 
exhibited by undertaking this extraordinary 
task to accomplish this goal for the sake of me 
and my family and to keep them in lasting 
memory forever. 

“On today’s memorable occasion I am feeling 
proud to be part of this wonderful community 
who not only supported me by their deeds and 
words at the time when the tragedy happened 
to me but are still continuing their moral sup¬ 
port a long time after it.” 

He added: “I would like to also express my 
feelings that the laying down of memorials in 
today’s dignified gathering has clearly demon¬ 
strated the unity, respect and love among peo¬ 
ple irrespective of their faith, colour, culture 
and customs. 

“This is sending a very positive message of 
peace across the communities and it will cer¬ 
tainly help to make this world a better place to 
live for us and for the generations to come - a

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Troublemakers 
hit with ASBOs 

THREE men from Harlow have 
been issued with five-year anti¬ 
social behaviour orders following 
a hearing at Chelmsford 
Magistrates Court. 

Lee Oliver (24), of Abbotsweld, 
and Todd Bow (23), of no fixed 
address, were issued with the 
orders in their absence when they 
failed to attend court. Steven Neal

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Stewards staff run 
300k in aid of Mo 
Farah Foundation 

A GROUP of school employees set 
themselves a mammoth task of running 
300k (over 186 miles) in two days to raise 
money for the Mo Farah Foundation. 

The team of 12 Stewards Academy staff 
- made up of teachers, technicians and 
managers - set off from the Millennium 
Stadium in Cardiff and ran back to the 
school in two days, running the last 3kms 
with 12 Stewards students. 

The 150k a day event has raised £5,000 
for the charity - set up by Olympic gold 
medalist Mo Farah - £3,000 of which will 
go towards paying for a well to be built in 
a village in North Somalia. The rest of the 
money will be used to support 
disadvantaged Stewards pupils. 

Stewards Assistant Headteacher Simon 
Preece, who took part in the challenge, 
said: “We were buzzing - we were up at 
five o’clock on Saturday morning and got 
back to Harlow at 2am on Monday. 

“We started in the players’ tunnel at 
Cardiff City Football Club, then we went 
to the Millennium Stadium. 

“It went as well as it could have gone.” 

Their trek, completed in 6km bursts, 
took the teachers out of Wales and across 
England to London and then up to Harlow. 

PE teacher Geraldine McGarry, who 
provided support for the runners, added: 
“We wanted to raise aspirations for the 
kids, set a target and go for it. 

“Ultimately, it just exploded into this 
huge event which involved the whole 
school.”

Board members 

step down from 
Ambulance trust 


THE new chairman of the East of England 
Ambulance Trust says a line has been 
drawn in the sand after five non-executive 
directors quit amid damning criticism of 
the service to patients across the region. 

Caroline Bailes resigned last Wednesday 
and on Lriday morning the organisation 
confirmed Margaret Stockham, Paul 
Remington, Anne Osborn, and Phil Barlow 
were also stepping down with immediate 
effect. 

The mass exodus follows intense criticism 
of performance which climaxed earlier this 
week in the House of Commons. MPs from 
across the region - including Harlow’s 
Robert Halfon - demand¬ 
ed action. 

This week the trust said 
the five directors had 
resigned “in the best 
interests of patients and 
the trust and didn’t want 
the issue of their roles to 
side-track the trust from 
having an unrelenting 
focus on patients, the care they’re given, 
and the service they receive”. 

Dr Geoff Harris, new chairman of the 
trust, said: “This is a line in the sand for the 
trust and I thank the non-executive direc¬ 
tors for their collective action. We must 
maintain our focus on continuing to drive 
up the service to patients whilst I focus on 
putting a new board in place.” 

He continued: “In my short time in post I 
have been very impressed with the staff and 
volunteers I have met in the trust - our staff 
do a fantastic job every day. My job is to 
ensure we now move forward, appoint new 
non executive directors and deliver the best 
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possible service to patients.” 

The trust will be securing some interim 
non-executive support to ensure the board 
can continue to operate. In the meantime, 
the recruitment process for new board 
members has started and two of these posts 
are already being advertised. 

Dr Harris added: “At the trust’s board 
meeting this week, we heard of some 
encouraging early signs of improvements 
including better response times and 
reduced sickness absence rates. However, 
turning round the organi¬ 
sation will take time and we 
need to deliver further and 
sustained service improve¬ 
ments to make this a high 
performing ambulance 
trust.” 

In a Governance Review 
in April this year, Dr 
Anthony Marsh, the former 
boss of ambulance services in Essex, con¬ 
cluded that the “current leadership from 
the board just isn’t strong enough to take 
them forward”. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who launched 
a scathing attack on the board during a 
House Of Commons debate last week, told 
the Star: “It is a good start and I am glad 
that they have resigned and finally taken 
responsibility. 

“It is right to have a complete branch 
shake-up so that Harlow residents can get 
the service they deserve. Let us hope that 
things will finally improve following these 
resignations.”

Halfon blasts Tesco over ‘disrespectful’ Itaeet

Awesome 
teamwork, courageous leader¬ 
ship, a bit of luck. #worldclass”. 

But Mr Halfon branded the 


tweet “disrespectful” and has 
now written to the supermarket 
giant demanding an explanation. 

His letter states: “It seems to me 
that given what has happened in 
Harlow and the upset it caused to 
many people, your senior man¬ 
agers appear to be wallowing in 
what they have done. 

“I find it very sad that a compa¬ 
ny that I have had huge respect 
for seems to be so callous in their 
treatment of workers, many of 
whom have given over 20 years of 
service to Tesco.” 

The Tory MP has also tabled an 
Early Day Motion in Parliament 
highlighting Mr Strachota’s tweet 
and stating his disappointment 
at the firm’s treatment of its staff. 


But a Tesco spokeswoman this 
week defended the message, say¬ 
ing it was meant to acknowledge 
the “difficult decisions” the 
firm’s management had taken. 

“This tweet was intended to 
acknowledge that difficult deci¬ 
sions had been taken in order to 
make significant changes to our 
distribution network,” she told 
the Star. 

“Steve has spoken to our col¬ 
leagues at Harlow in person to 
explain this and they recognised 
that it should be seen in that con¬ 
text. 

“Nonetheless, we sincerely 
apologise if the tweet caused any 
offence, and it has now been 
removed.”

A US high-school student 
has put the skills he 
learned in design 
technology class to good 
use - by building a fully 
functioning one-man 
submarine!

Although he has 
successfully kept it afloat 
on water, the sub has yet to 
make its first dive. 


But he is confident the 9ft 
sub, which has safety 
features including pumps 
and a breathing hose, can 
dive to depths of 30ft. 

“I’m not nervous, I’m very 
excited,” he said. 

“I have a safety checklist, 
just like airplane pilots.”

AN ex-soldier injured in the line of duty 
has been given a helping hand onto the 
property ladder thanks to a new 
development of affordable homes in 
Sawbridgeworth which has been 
praised by Housing Minister and local 
MP Mark Prisk. 

Arron Dindyal has been able to buy his 
family’s first property through Circle 
Housing Group’s shared ownership 
scheme, meaning he is now closer to his 
rehabilitation centre in the town. 

The family’s three-bedroom home is 
one of 22 built in School Lane, next to 
Leventhorpe School, by South Anglia 
Housing, part of Circle Housing Group, 
after it secured funding from the 
Government’s Affordable Homes 
Programme. 

The properties can all be adapted for 
people with disabilities, and members 
of the Armed Forces will be housed as a 
priority according to new Government 
guidance. 

It can easily be adapted to Arron’s 
needs, helping him regain his 
independence after being seriously 
injured while on duty in Iraq in 2005. 

He lost part of his digestive system and 
suffered spinal damage, meaning he 
has limited mobility and is often 
wheelchair-bound or has to walk with a 
stick. He also suffers from arthritis. 

The 30-year-old, who served with the 
1st Battalion of The Royal Anglian 
Regiment, said: “We had heard of shared 
ownership schemes before but weren’t 
sure how they worked until we came 
across this new development. 

“The adaptations we can make will 
mean a huge difference to our lives and 
we’re over the moon with our new 
home.” 

All 22 homes feature an open plan 
layout, larger rooms and corridors, a 
downstairs toilet that can be converted 
into a wet room, and laminated flooring 
to allow for wheelchair access. Energy 
efficiency features include solar panels, 
modern insulation and water butts. 

Mr Prisk MP said: “What is good news 
about this particular development is 
that it has allowed those that are most 
in need to be catered for under the new 
guidance brought in when prioritising 
housing allocations to residents.” 

Burglars spared jail 

THREE young burglars who raided 
two houses in the same Harlow street 
have been spared jail after being 
handed suspended sentences. 

On Monday (July 1), the gang’s look¬ 
out and driver Kyle Eke (20), of Red 
Willows, Harlow, was sentenced at 
Chelsmford Crown Court. 

He pleaded guilty to burgling 
homes in Shawbridge, Harlow, 
between February 2 and February 5 
this year and stealing car keys, 
personal items and a Mini. 

He was given a 12-month term in a 
young offenders’ institution, 
suspended for two years, and 
ordered to carry out 180 hours 
unpaid work and pay his victim £87 
compensation. 

The two other culprits - Connor 
Smithers (18), of Northbrooks and 
Bruce Williams (21), fromNazeing - 
were dealt with last month after 
pleading guilty to the same offences. 

Williams received 18 months, 
suspended for two years, with £180 
compensation, and Smithers 12 
months, suspended for 18 months, 
with £125 compensation.

treasures? 


BEFORE you chuck out your old gardening tools or 
that urn you inherited from your grandmother, check 
out their value because Jonty Hearnden, presenter of 
the BBCI show Cash In The Attic , says you could be 
sitting on a goldmine. He reckons you may be able to 
sell anything from old paving slabs to large concrete 
urns, ancient tools, aged weathervanes and benches 
for hundreds - or even thousands. 

People who've inherited 
property or are clearing 
houses for relatives are the 
most likely candidates to find 
an Aladdin's cave of treasure 
in the garden. 

"The most common items 
that may be lying around are 
garden urns or statuary of the 
20th century, the moulded 
urns and the moulded 
figurines and birdbaths which 
you think are just old and 
don't have any value/' he 
says. 

"Actually, there's a very good second-hand 
value for those items because dealers and interior 
designers like urns which look really weathered. 

They might only be 20 to 40 years old, but there's 
a definite market for antique-looking reproduction 
garden urns and other items.'' 

Such items may be made of concrete, otherwise 


known as reconstituted stone, and the ones fetching 
the most money have an 18th or 19th century feel 
to them, he says. 

"I went into a shop the other day where there 
were four identical urns that were 2ft tall by 1ft 
wide with box bushes in them. They looked a million 
dollars and they were probably around £400 each." 

Birdbaths, weathervanes and other ephemera all 
have a value, he says. "You could 
easily get £100 for a birdbath 
in an auction sale. It has to be 
weathered so that it doesn't 
look new, which can take a few 
years.” 

Coalbrookdale garden 
benches, which are made of 
highly ornate and Victorian- 
looking cast iron, are extremely 
sought-after items which can 
fetch between £3,000-£6,000, 
he observes. The 19th century 
benches are often stamped 
Coalbrookdale or C-B Dale 
Co, and the seat is probably made of timber 
slats." People may be sitting on a fortune because 
they just don't realise how expensive these benches 
are,” Jonty says. 

There is also a market for old garden tools, desired 
for their craftsmanship. "Garden tools have a certain 
value. Don't just throw them away. There will be

somebody out there who wants them because they 
just love the feel of old wooden handles and cast 
metalware that's not made to the same standard 
today. Good places to sell those sorts of objects are 
eBay and car boot sales, as people will often pay 
between £10-£30 for old, good quality forks and 
trowels if they look presentable. Expect to get less 
on eBay. Go for the car boot sale if you're selling 
anything under £20." 

Now, a new website, cashintheattic.com, has been 
launched to help people value their items. 

After uploading a few snaps of items to the 
website, experts will value their worth, charging 
from £5 per valuation. The site can also help visitors 
research pricing and provenance.

NOW YOU SEE ME

NOTHING is what it seems in Louis Letterier's 
high-stakes game of cat and mouse between 
four crowd-pleasing Las Vegas illusionists and 
the FBI. 

Screenwriters Ed Solomon, Boaz Yakin and 
Edward Ricourt hold all the aces and for the 
opening 30 minutes, their collective sleight of 
hand dazzles and intrigues in equal measure. 
Now You See A/le sets up the tricks, engineers 
them with elan and coolly reveals the ingenious 
method behind the on-stage madness. 

Alas, when it comes to the grand final 
illusion which takes up most of the second 
hour, director Letterier untethers the plot from 
plausibility and logic, allowing everything 
to teeter risibly on coincidence, physical 
improbability and outrageous good fortune. We 
might just forgive the script its outlandishness if 
a tongue was wedged firmly in cheek, but the 
film is deadly serious about its jiggery pokery. 

The prologue introduces us to close-up 
conjurer Daniel Atlas (Jesse Eisenberg), 
escapologist Henley Reeves (Isla Fisher), 
mentalist Merrit McKinney (Woody Harrelson) 
and street magician Jack Wilder (Dave 
Franco), who are all successful in their own 
fields, dazzling small audiences with their 
showmanship. 

Each performer receives a Tarot card bearing 
the same information: "March 29, 4:44pm 45 
East Evan St. NY, NY". As instructed, the quartet 
arrive at an apartment in New York, where a 
dazzling light show reveals an illusion that will 
stun the world. 

One year later, Daniel, Henley, Merrit and Jack 
are reborn as The Four Horsemen, and in front 
of a live audience, they choose an audience 
member at random before transporting them to 
a bank in Paris to raid millions from the vault. 

Within hours, they are under arrest and facing 
interrogation by FBI Agent Dylan Rhodes (Mark 
Ruffalo) and Interpol agent Alma Dray (Melanie 
Laurent).

Deciding On Price (Part One) 


Whatever anyone might say about 
location, condition, proximity to 
schools, size, etc., it is the price at 
which a property is initially 
marketed that is the key to a 
successful sale.

Homelet

O F the DS-line model trio, the 
DS3 has been the runaway 
success.But recent updates to 
both the DS5 executive saloon 
and this, the DS4 coupe- 
crossover, have meant that sales 
for those have picked up, too. 

Maybe the DS4 concept was a 
little too out there for some 
people. Neither a proper 
crossover like the class-leading 
Nissan Qashqai nor a proper 
coupe like the old three-door 
sporty C4 could claim to be, the 
DS4 has been left somewhat out 
on a limb. 

But what a difference a little 
time spent with it makes, 
because under the DS4’s skin 
there’s a brilliant car. 

In fairness, there’s a brilliant¬ 
looking car on the outside, too. 
It’s striking; sitting noticeably 
higher than a typical hatchback 
but with arguably Citroen’s 
finest styling smothered all over 
it. When you actually look at it 
there isn’t a bad angle on the 
thing. 

As well as five doors you get a 
good size and evenly-shaped 
boot, albeit with no spare wheel 
underneath. 

Visibility backwards over it 
from the driver’s seat is hardly 
perfect thanks to the sleek 
coupe-like lines cutting down on 


the quantity of glass, but you 
can’t have everything. 

The updates on this model are 
pretty significant. It has a new 
six-speed automatic gearbox 
connected to the more familiar 
HDi 160 2.0-litre diesel engine, 
making it, on paper at least, the 
most relaxed DS4 you can buy. 

The gearbox has two modes: 
Drive and Sport. The difference 
is simply that Sport holds onto 
gears for longer than Drive - 
shifts aren’t noticeably any faster 
and it’s only marginally keener 
to kick down. 

The secret is that whatever your 
aim, Drive is the best mode to be 
in. It changes up nice and early 
under light throttle pressure, 
displaying the sort of seamless, 
genteel precision you expect only 


in much more expensive cars. 

Push the pedal harder and the 
gearbox tends to stay in the 
perfect gear to ride the wave of 
torque from the creamy-smooth 
engine, making surprisingly 
rapid progress possible at the 
drop of a hat without the engine 
getting too rowdy. 

It’s a very impressive set-up, if 
not the most frugal, and it feels a 
lot more potent than the 
on-paper figures suggest. 

It’s clever, too, holding the gear 
you’re in if you head downhill 
and lift off the throttle, even if 
the revs rise as gravity pulls the 
car ever faster. This keeps engine 
braking higher and increases 
safety. 

The one imperfection is the 
sixth ratio’s gearing. While the 


lower gears are quite tall to keep 
revs low and fuel consumption 
down, sixth sits at over 2,000rpm 
at 70mph - which is too high for 
this car. The drivetrain could 
easily handle a taller ratio to 
bring that down to l,700rpm or 
so. 

There are other niggles on this 
DSport range-topping model, 
like stunning but incredibly 
vulnerable wheels that 
absolutely shouldn’t be taken 
near anything resembling a kerb. 
The electronic handbrake, like 
every other of its type, is slow to 
operate and when you’re doing 
lots of short trips on the same 
day it gets wearing. 

However, back on the rosy side 
of the fence and the DS4’s brakes 
are incredible. Wide tyres are 


partly to thank for offering a 
large contact patch, but the way 
the car shrugs off speed in an 
emergency stop scenario is 
staggering. 

The ride is firm but well 
controlled for the most part. It’s 
only when hitting sharper 
bumps that the excess of 
compression damping shows up 
and sends a bigger bump 
through the cabin. 

But for the most part it’s a 
lovely cabin to sit in. Stylish 
seats unlike any others out there 
are more comfortable than they 
look, but they’re also on the firm 
side in the same way that many 
German cars’ seats are. It’s 
designed to help them last longer 
without starting to sag. 

The interior styling is also 
especially fresh and different 
without being impractical, 
although the digital rev counter, 
which works in blocks of 
250rpm, isn’t precise enough for 
my tastes. 

The materials are solid, though, 
and a big step up from Citroen’s 
non-DS cars. The whole package 
feels substantial and well made. 

I came away from my time with 
this new DS4 variant massively 
impressed with its all-round 
ability, and particularly with the 
gearbox. 

It’s one of the best automatic 
diesel cars I’ve driven in years.

Lever, who played 21 Test 
matches for England and 
played for Essex between 
1967 and 1989, was 
extremely impressed.
